Eussia had obtained the right to anchor 
her fleet at Port Arthur and construct 
railroads oa the Liao Tung peuinsula, 
have caused intense excitement in offi- 
cial circles here as well as in those hav- 
ing commercial relations with the fai 
east. These mosr important statement! 
are looked upon generally as being a 
sudden reopening in an taiexjy-cu-tJ 
quarter of the far eastern question in 
its widest sense. 


The Times says editorially: "Bnssia 


can not possibly imagine that the great 
powers will view with indifference such 
a destruction of the balance of power, 
which is almost unparalleled in its au- 
dacity. China's option, to purchase tht 
railways is a. jest almost too cynical to 
find a piac« in. any serious diplomatio 
transaction. Under the indicated con- 
ditions Manchuria would practic&Uj" be- 
come a Russian province, while Peking 
would be within Russia's grip. 


The foreign office declares that it ita« 


no coaiirmatioa of the news reported in 
the Hongkong dispatch to The Times to 
the effect that Russia has obtained ths 
right to anchor her fleet at Poit Arthur 
and to construct railroads on the Laio 
Tnng peninsula 


The Standard ( Conservative) editori- 
ally considers that The Times' Hong- 
kong dispatch reporting important con- 
cessions to Russia is a ballon d' essai oa 
Russia's part. 


"Even if the mandarin* sanctioned 


sach » treaty," The Stardard continues, 
"it would ouly be with the comforting 
assurance that they would face the op- 
position of Japan and the powers. Tha 
covenant would be mere waste paper."

Arthur. It is not inconceivable that if 
Bassis attempts such a step Ensrlaad 
and Japan will force an offensive and 
defensive alliance.

known to a previous generation, it 
would not be unfair to argue that in her 
wholesale denunciation 
of the new

tion lassies, of whom she is the leader. 


But it is the prerogative of woman to 


be inconsistent, and when we find one 
of the very newest of new women in- 
veighing ".gainst the new woman we 
can afford to treat it as a case in vhieh 
the permanent instinct of the sex has 
asserted itself aa superior to the iuflu- 
mce of an impulse. 


It may,1 however, be useful as well aa 


imely to call attention to one important 
respect in which the new woman dif- 
ers from her censors. A story is told 
of the Princess of Wales that iii answei 
o the question as to wbat was h« 
'avorite occupation she replied that hei 
'avorite occupation was "minding hei 
own business." This story seems appli- 
cable to the present situation. 


In contrast with the vast and varied 


volume of advice, reproof, criticism, 
censure, scorn and, downright abuse 
xmred out against the new woman we 
do not recall an instance in which the 
objects of this attention have retaliated 
,n kind. The new woman does not seem 
;o be addicted to the habit of carping or 
nagging at her elder sisters. She seems 
rather to resemble the Princess of Wales 
in indulging in her favorite occupation 
of "minding her own business," and 
really her selection is otie which might 
be commended to her censors.—New 
York World.

The water n?ed by 
miners in bringing gold from piles of 
mineral bearing quar-z i.- charged wiih a 
simple chemical which has the potency 
to dissolve cold and hold it in solution. 
In truth, the sparkling lirjuio. which 


trickles through the mines and seeks its 
level, laden with sold, is charged with 
a deadly p-jisun, cyanide of potassium, 
a drnj? which ferrets out the minutest 
particles of the yellow metal, dissolves 
them and brings tlie precious burden to 
the vats for conversion into refined gold 
again. 


The cyanide process is as noiseless and 


unerring a; the laws of gravitation, do- 
ing its work as quietly as "the majestic 
dance of tlie. hours," unhindered by 
darkness or weather, by disasters of field 
or flood. 


Tho state mining bureau of California 


was one of the firec in the United States 
to investigate the merits of the cyanide 
process, and since the earliest investiga- 
tions the method has found extensive 
application. It is so interesting that its 
results are. nothing less than marvelous. 
This method of extracting both gold and 
silver from ores is based on the fact that 
even a very weak solution of cyanide of 
potassium dissolves gold and silver, 
forming respectively "auro - pctassic 
cyanide" «ud '°argemo-potassic cyan- 
ide," in the language of the chemists. 


This interesting process consists of 


treating the ores with a weak solution 
of poias.vinni cyanide, usually by allow- 
ing the solution to percolate through the 
ore, or by agitating a ruixtoe of the 
ore and solution. \Vhen this part of the 
operation is completed, the solution is 
separated from the solid material, and 
the gold and silver are precipitated in a 
metallic form. The process is modern 
in its application, though it has long 
been known that cyanide of potassium 
would "eat gold." During the- last five 
years, however, tbe process has brn 
introduced into almost every goldfiejd 
iu Ualfomia and elsewhere, and more 
than §20,000,000 have been recovered 
by ihe gentle flowing of waters charged 
with the magical chemical over heaps of 
ore. Aside from the thoroughness ol the 
permeating water me.thod, its economy 
is u marked feature iu mining. It :s in 
great favor with the gold mining com- 
panies uf Xew Zealand and at Johannes- 
burg, Africa, as well as in California. 


One. of the most advantageous features 


of the cyanide method is that it can be 
applied to many gold and silver ores gen- 
erally called "rebellious" or "refrac- 
tory. " Tho rebellious ore is placed in a 
vat for percolation, and the solution is 
run preferably from the bottom by a 
pipe, rising slowly through the ore. The 
solution 
containing gold is carried 


through precipitating appliances into 
the filial reservoir, where, robbed of its 
wealth of metal, it may be repumped 
into ore vats and again used for search- 
ing out the coveted metal. 


One of the curious things about the 


solution is that a total percentage not 
stronger than an eighth of I per cent 
will carry nway the gold almost as well 
as fluid uf greater strength. 
j i 


Precipitation is effected by the use of ' ' 


fine pieces of zinc, so arranged that 
\rheu the rich waters flow over them the 
fine gold clusters in rich deposits over 
the zinc, for which it has an affinity. 
Tho gold which thcs deserts the waters 
of cyanide depcsiis itself in the form of 
fine ilus' on the plates of zinc. The per- 
centage of gold extracted by this_ process 
is very large,. 
A large parcel ol fine 


sulphr.rets. from tho Utica mines yielded 
an average of !)3.18 per cent of the gold 
value under the cyanide treatment, and 
similar results have been experienced 
elsewhere in tho state. 
Tho cyanide 


plants aro being extended,, and tho 
noiseless process is everywhere becoming 
popular.—San Francisco Chronicle.
